ENACTING TOWNSHIP PAY TO PLAY ORDINANCE 
TO BE IN CONFORMANCE WITH STATE LAW 

WHEREAS, accordingly to the New Jersey Election Law Enforcement Commission 
("ELEC"), organized labor outspent the next closest interest group by a margin of 8-1 in the 
2010 election cycle, and 17-1 during the 2009 gubernatorial and legislative election season with 
11 of the 15 top spending special interest committees (PACs) identified by ELEC were run by 
unions in the 2010 election cycle; and 

WHEREAS, public sector labor unions are no different than any professional service 
firm: they negotiate contracts for services with elected officials; and 

WHEREAS, local government entities, including Middletown, spend well over 60% of 
their overall budgets on compensation and benefits for their mostiy unionized workforces and 
less than 5% on all other exempt professional services; and 

WHEREAS, local pay to play regulations in place since 2008 have not stopped the 
wheeling of tens of thousands of dollars into Middletown elections through out of county PACs, 
union funds and professional service firms located in Middlesex County that have recently been 
the subject of numerous reports by media outlets; and 

WHEREAS, campaign finance reform only works if it curtails all interest groups equally 
and does not carve out any exceptions to benefit one party or another; and 

WHEREAS, the Township Committee supports Governor Christie's and State Senator 
Tom Kean Jr.'s proposed uniform statewide pay to play reforms that would level the field and 
eliminate confusion caused by a multitude of varying and ineffective local regulations; and 

WHEREAS, recent United States Supreme Court precedents have called into question 
the legality of certain campaign finance regulations imposed against business entities, which may 
now result in commonly adopted pay to play regulations constituting unconstitutional conditions 
of contract by denying business entities and their principals their First Amendment rights. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Township Committee of the 
Township of Middletown in the County of Monmouth, State of New Jersey that Chapter 40 the 



Code of the Township of Middletown (1996) be and is hereby repealed in its entirety and 
supplemented as follows: 

SECTION 1. Pay To Play. 

Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary, any business entities exempt from 
the provisions of the Local Public Contracts Law (N.J.S.A. 40A:11-1 et seq.) contracting 
with the Township of Middletown shall be subject to the provisions of the statewide pay 
to play law (N.J.S.A. 19:44A-20.4 et seq.). 

SECTION 2. Repealer. 

Any ordinance inconsistent with the terms of this chapter is hereby repealed to the extent 
of such inconsistency. 

SECTION 3. Effective Date. 

This chapter shall become effective upon final adoption and publication in accordance 
with law.

ORDINANCE FORMING MIDDLETOWN 
HISTORIC PRESERVATION COMMITTEE 

WHEREAS, according to Township minutes, the formation of a Middletown Historic Association was 

discussed as far back as 1967; and 

WHEREAS, in 1981, Ordinance No. 1431 established the first Historic Preservation Commission in the 

Township with the stated purpose of managing certain historic Township-owned properties at the time; and 

WHEREAS, the Middletown Historic Commission legally ceased to exist upon the codification of the 

Township Code in 1997 and there is currently no Township sanctioned Historic Commission in existence; and 

WHEREAS, the Township Committee would like to formally establish a Township Historic Commission 

as an advisory body for the purposes herein described. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Township Committee of the Township of Middletown 

in the County of Monmouth, State of New Jersey that the Code of the Township of Middletown (1996) be and is 

hereby amended and supplemented as follows: 

MIDDLETOWN HISTORIC COMMISSION 

SECTION 1. Middletown Historic Commission. 

There shall be a Middletown Historic Commission established as an advisory body to the Township 
Committee for the purpose of fostering awareness and appreciation of the Township's rich history, to 
advance public knowledge of Middletown history through outreach and education, to advise the Township 
Committee and Landmarks Commission with respect to nominating properties for historic recognition, and 
to encourage the growth of historic tourism within the Township. The Commission shall further be 
dedicated to the collection, preservation, restoration, exhibition and archiving of artifacts and documents 
related to the founding and continuing evolution of the Township of Middletown as one of the earliest 



colonial settlements in New Jersey. The Commission may assist and advise the Township with respect to 
applications for grants, gifts or donations for such purposes. 
SECTION 2. Membership. 

The membership of the Middletown Historic Commission shall consist of seven (7) individuals who shall 
serve with no compensation or benefits as follows: 

a. A Mayor's designee appointed annually with the first appointee's term expiring December 31, 
2012. 

b. A member of the Landmark's Commission appointed annually with the first appointee's term 
expiring December 31, 2012. 

c. Five (5) public members appointed by the Township Committee to three (3) year terms, however, 
initially being staggered as follows: 

i. Seats 1 and 2 with the first appointees' terms expiring December 31, 2012. 
ii. Seat 3 with the first appointee's term expiring December 31, 2013. 
iii. Seats 4 and 5 with the first appointees' terms expiring December 31, 2014. 
SECTION 3. Officers. 

A Chair and Vice Chair of the Commission shall annually be selected by a simple majority of the 
Commission's membership present at the first meeting of the year. Officers shall serve until their 
replacement is selected. 
SECTION 4. Meetings. 

The Commission shall annually hold six (6) meetings with a minimum of four (4) members being present 
to establish a quorum. The Commission shall annually advise the Township Clerk of its meeting dates for 
the year for posting on the Township's website.

WHEREAS, the drawn out recession has taken a significant toll on many Middletown 
businesses and the community as a whole; and 

WHEREAS, the Township's commercial tax base has been greatly eroded placing an 
even greater burden on residential property taxpayers; and 

WHEREAS, sometimes difficult to navigate state and local mandates are detrimental to 
local economic development; and 

WHEREAS, the State of New Jersey through the Business Action Center and NJEDA, 
and the County of Monmouth through its Grow Monmouth Program, have launched major 
initiatives to help spur economic growth and business retention. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Township Committee of the 
Township of Middletown in the County of Monmouth, State of New Jersey that the Code of the 
Township of Middletown (1996) be and is hereby amended and supplemented as follows: 

MIDDLETOWN ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 
SECTION 1. Middletown Economic Development Committee. 

There shall be a Middletown Economic Development Committee ("MEDC") established 

as an advisory body to the Township Committee for the purpose of fostering new 

economic growth and the retention of existing businesses and industries within the 



Township. The MEDC shall seek to facilitate the creation of a desirable business climate 
to promote economic growth, job creation and the stabilization of commercial tax 
ratables throughout the Township. The MEDC shall unite local business leaders and 
elected officials to pool resources and ideas to maximize the strengths and assets of the 
community and its workforce for the benefit of all residents and businesses in the 
Township. 
SECTION 2. Membership. 

The membership of the MEDC shall consist of seven (7) individuals who shall serve with 
no compensation or benefits as follows: 

a. A Mayor's designee appointed annually with the first appointee's term expiring 
December 31, 2012. 

b. Six (6) public members, including at least three (3) members of the local business 
community, appointed by the Township Committee to three (3) year terms, 
however, initially being staggered as follows: 

i. Seats 1 and 2 with the first appointees' terms expiring December 31, 

2012. 
ii. Seat 3 and 4 with the first appointee's term expiring December 31, 

2013. 
iii. Seats 5 and 6 with the first appointees' terms expiring December 31, 
2014. 
SECTION 3. Officers.

ORDINANCE AMENDING CERTAIN FEE SCHEDULES AND ESTABLISHING REGULATIONS AND 
FEE SCHEDULES GOVERNING THE CONDUCTING OF IMMUNIZATIONS AND BODY ART 

FACILITIES INSPECTIONS 

WHEREAS, the Township's Health Officer has recommended certain fee adjustments and revisions to 
applicable fee ordinance provisions to conform with current needs and State regulations while covering the 
Township's current operating costs attributable to meeting these State-mandated obligations; and 

WHEREAS, in the interest of the public health, safety and welfare, and in conformance with the New 
Jersey State Sanitary Code (N.J.A.C. 8:27-1.1 et seq.), the Township's Health Officer recommends the 
establishment of rules and inspection fee schedules governing the conducting of immunizations and for facilities that 
conduct tattooing, permanent cosmetics, and ear and body piercing for hire. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED by the Township Committee of the Township of Middletown 
in the County of Monmouth, State of New Jersey that the Code of the Township of Middletown (1996) be and is 
hereby amended and supplemented as follows: 

SECTION 1. [Revisions to existing fee schedules.] 

§ 127-2. Animals. 

A. Pursuant to Chapter 68, Animals, Article I, Cats and Dogs, of the Code of the Township of Middletown, the 
following fees are hereby established: 

(1) Annual dog licenses and each annual renewal: 

(a) Altered dogs: fifteen dollars ($15.). Sixteen dollars ($16) 

(b) Nonneutered dogs: twenty dollars ($20.). Twenty-One dollars ($21) 

(c) Late fee: five dollars ($5.) during the month of February, two dollars ($2.) additional at the start 
of each month thereafter. 

(d) Potentially dangerous dogs: three hundred dollars ($300.). (See N.J.S.A. 4:19-23) 

(2) [Amended 12-17-2007 by Ord. No. 2007-2932] Annual cat licenses and each annual renewal: 

(a) Altered cat: fifteen dollars ($15.). Sixteen dollars ($16) . 

(b) Non-neutered cat: twenty dollars ($20.). Twenty-One dollars ($21) 

(c) Late fee: Five dollars ($5.) during the month of October, two dollars ($2.) additional at the start 
of each month thereafter. 

(3) Annual kennel licenses: fifty dollars ($50.). 

(4) Annual pet shop license: twenty-five dollars ($25.). 

(5) Reclaiming an animal: 

(a) Dogs not brought to the shelter: twenty-five dollars ($25.). 

(b) Cats not brought to the shelter: fifteen dollars ($15.). twenty-five dollars ($25.). 



(c) Dogs and cats Dogs, Cats, and other animals brought to the shelter: Current shelter contract 
cost. 

(6) List of licensed dog owners: five hundred dollars ($500.) 

List of licensed cat owners: two hundred fifty dollars ($250.) 

§ 127-23. Division of Health. 

The following fees, license fees and permit fees of the Township of Middletown Health Department (See Part III 
of Code) are hereby established: 

[Prior Paragraphs Under This Section Unchanged] 

I. Registrar of Vital Statistics: 

(1) Certified copy of death certificate: twenty-five dollars ($25.) for the first copy and two dollars ($2.) 
for each subsequent copy. 

(2) Certified copy of birth certificate: fifteen dollars ($15.). Twenty dollars ($20) 

(3) Certified copy of marriage license: fifteen dollars ($15.). Certified copy of marriage/civil union/re- 
marriage/re-affirmation license. Twenty dollars ($20) 

(4) Certified copy of domestic partnership certificate: fifteen dollars ($15.) Twenty dollars ($20) . 

(5) Certified copy of disinterment transit permit: five dollars ($5.). 

(5) Certified copy of official correction to birth, death, marriage, domestic partnership certificate: twenty 
five dollars ($25.). Amendment / official correction to birth, death, marriage, civil union, re- 
affirmation, re-marriage, domestic partnership certificate: twenty-five dollars ($25.) 

SECTION 2. [Establishing Immunization Standards Audit Fee Schedule]. 

Immunization of Pupils In Schools 

A) ESTABLISHMENT OF STANDARDS 

A code regulating Immunization of Pupils in School establishments, providing for the inspection of such 
establishments and fixing penalties for violations is hereby established pursuant to Chapter 14 of the New 
Jersey State Sanitary Code, N.J.A.C. 8:57-4.1 et seq., under the authority of Public Health Practice 
Standards of Local Boards of Health in New Jersey, N.J.A.C. 8:52-1.1 et seq. 

B) ANNUAL INSPECTION/AUDIT OF SCHOOL ESTABLISHMENT 

1) Every public and private school, child care center, nursery school, pre-school and kindergarten is 
required to be inspected/audited for compliance with rules promulgated in N.J.A.C. 8:57-4.1, 
Immunization of Pupils in Schools, and required to pay an annual inspection/audit fee as set forth 
in Chapter 127. 

C) RE-INSPECTION/AUDIT OF SCHOOL ESTABLISHMENT 

1) Any establishment that fails to be in compliance with standards during the 1 st annual 
inspection/audit shall pay a re-inspection fee as set forth in Chapter 127, prior to the re-inspection 
of said establishment. 

2) Any establishment that fails to be in compliance with standards during the 1 st re-inspection/audit, 
or other subsequent re-inspections/audits shall pay a re-inspection fee as set forth in Chapter 127, 
prior to the re-inspection of said establishment. 

3) If a re-inspection/audit is necessary during the calendar year, as stated in number 1 of this 
subsection, it shall be deemed a 1 st offense. A second re-inspection/audit necessary during the 
same calendar year shall constitute a 2 nd offense. Subsequent re-inspections/audits within the same 
calendar year as the initial annual inspection/audit shall constitute a 3 rd offense 

4) All re-inspection fees shall be paid no later than 14 days from the date a Conditional Satisfactory 
Rating is issued. 



E) PENALTIES 

Any person who shall violate any provision of or order promulgated under this 
Chapter or Code established herein shall, upon conviction thereof, be liable to 
Penalties as provided by N.J.S.A. 26:1A-10. Each day a particular violation 
Continues shall constitute a separate offense. 

D) ANNUAL IMMUNIZATION AUDIT FEE SCHEDULE. [For inclusion in Chapter 127]. 

1) Annual Audit Fees: 

A) Private Schools- Fifty Dollars ($50) 

B) Public Schools- No Fee 

2) Re-Audit Fees: 

A) 1 st Re-Audit: Fifty Dollars ($50.00 ) 

B) 2 nd Re-Audit: Seventy-Five Dollars ($75.00 ) 

C) 3 rd Re-Audit: One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) 

SECTION 3. [Establishing Standards and Fee Schedule for Body Art Facilities.] 

Body Art Facilities 

A. ESTABLISHMENT OF STANDARDS 

A code regulating Tattooing, Permanent Cosmetics, and Ear and Body Piercing establishments, providing 
for the inspection of such establishments and fixing penalties for violations is hereby established pursuant 
to Chapter 8 of the New Jersey State Sanitary Code, N.J.A.C. 8:27-1.1 et seq. 

B. LICENSING REQUIREMENTS 

1. It shall be unlawful for any person to engage in the business of/or operating an establishment 
where Tattooing, Permanent Cosmetics, or Ear and Body Piercing is performed without first 
obtaining a license from the Middletown Township Health Department to engage in such business. 

2. An application for an initial Tattooing or Body Piercing license shall be accompanied by a fee set 
forth in Chapter 127. An application for initial license for both activities at the same establishment 
shall be accompanied by a fee set forth in Chapter 127. All applicants shall submit plans for the 
establishment at the time the initial application is submitted to the Middletown Township Health 
Department. The plan review must be approved by the Middletown Township Health Department 
prior to initiation, construction or renovation of said establishment. Any change in ownership shall 
require a new initial application and submission of plans with payment of fees therefore. 

3. All licenses shall expire on December 31 st of each year. The renewal license fee for engaging in 
the business of operating Tattooing or Body Piercing establishments are set forth in Chapter 127. 
The renewal license fee for engaging in the business of Tattooing and Body Piercing at the same 
establishment is set forth in Chapter 127. 

4. A license issued by the Middletown Township Health Department is not transferable. 

C. TEMPORARY ESTABLISHMENTS 

1. It shall be unlawful for any person to engage in the business of/or operating a temporary 
establishment where Tattooing, Permanent Cosmetics, or Ear and Body Piercing is performed 
without first obtaining a license from the Middletown Township Health Department to engage in 
such business. 

2. An application for any temporary establishment must be accompanied by a fee as set forth in 
Chapter 127. 

D. RE -INSPECTION OF ESTABLISHMENT 

1. Any establishment that receives a Conditional Satisfactory Rating shall pay a re-inspection fee as 
set forth in Chapter 127, prior to the re-inspection of said establishment. 



2. Any establishment that receives an Unconditional Satisfactory Rating resulting in the closure of 
said establishment or mandatory suspension of the license shall pay a re-inspection fee as set forth 
in Chapter 127, prior to re-inspecting the establishment. 

3. All re-inspection fees shall be paid no later than 14 days from the date a Conditional Satisfactory 
Rating is issued. Failure to comply will result in the License to Operate being revoked by the 
Middletown Township Health Department. 

4. All re-inspection fees shall be paid prior to an establishment being re-opened for business after 
said establishment was closed or the license was suspended due to a Unsatisfactory Rating . 

5) If a re-inspection is necessary as stated in numbers 1 or 2 of this 
Subsection, it shall be deemed a 1 st offense. A second re-inspection 
due to either a Conditional or Unsatisfactory Rating within 2 years of the 

initial offense shall constitute a 2 nd offense. Any subsequent 

re-inspection (s) within 2 years of the initial offense shall constitute a 

3 rd offense. 

E) PENALTIES. 

Any person who shall violate any provision of or order promulgated under this 
Chapter or Code established herein shall, upon conviction thereof, be liable to 
Penalties as provided by N.J.S.A. 26:1A-10. Each day a particular violation 
Continues shall constitute a separate offense. 

F) BODY ART FACILITIES FEE SCHEDULE. [For inclusion in Chapter 127]. 

1) Initial application / Plan review Fee: 

A) Tattooing License : Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00). 

B) Body Piercing License : Four Hundred Dollars ($ 400.00)

D) Tattooing License : Three Hundred Fifty Dollars ($300.00). 

E) Body Piercing License : Three Hundred Fifty Dollars ($300.00). 

F) Tattooing and Body Piercing at same establishment : Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00). 

3) Temporary Establishments: 

A) Temporary Tattooing Facility: Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00) 

B) Temporary Body Piercing Facility: Four Hundred Dollars ($400.00) 

C) Temporary Tattooing and Body Piercing at same Facility: Seven Hundred Dollars ($700.00). 

4) Re-Inspection Fees 

A) 1 st Offense: Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) 

B) 2 nd Offense: Three Hundred Dollars ($ 300.00) 

C) 3 rd Offense: Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) 

SECTION 4. Severability Clause. 

If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase of this chapter is for any reason held to be 
unconstitutional, invalid or unenforceable by a court of competent jurisdiction, such decision shall not 
affect the remaining portions of this chapter. 

SECTION 5. Repealer. 

Any ordinance inconsistent with the terms of this chapter is hereby repealed to the extent of such 
inconsistency. 

SECTION 6. Effective Date.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE TOWNSHIP COMMITTEE OF THE 

TOWNSHIP OF MIDDLETOWN, COUNTY OF MONMOUTH 

AMENDING CHAPTER 16, PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT REGULATIONS 

WHEREAS, Middletown Township's Planning and Development regulations include 
standards that control the location, scale and type of land uses within the Township; and 

WHEREAS, on October 27, 2004, the Middletown Township Planning Board adopted a 
Comprehensive Master Plan, and said Master Plan was reaffirmed and readopted by the Planning 
Board on October 1, 2008, and thereafter updated on July 15, 2009 and September 22, 2011; and 

WHEREAS, the Middletown Township Committee routinely reviews various zoning 
standards and regulations in order to properly address emerging land use issues and to further the 
purpose and intent of the Township's Planning and Development Regulations and Zoning 
Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, in accordance section 40:55D-62 of the Municipal Land Use Law, the 
Middletown Township Committee is charged with adopting zoning standards ordinances relating 
to the nature and extent of uses of the land and of buildings and structures thereon in order to 
protect the general health, safety and welfare of the public. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED that Chapter 16 of the Township of 
Middletown Planning and Development Regulations are hereby amended as follows (additional 
regulations or amended text is indicated in bold underline type ; deleted text is shown in 
strik e through typ e.): 

SECTION 1: 

16-809 FAST FOOD RESTAURANT. 

Fast food service establishments may be permitted as a conditional use in those zones 
specified provided that the use and/or structures shall adhere to the following: 

A. Freestanding Fast Food Service Establishments. 

1. There shall be a minimum distance of one thousand five hundred (1,500') feet between 
any two (2) such establishments on the same side of the street, said distance to be measured 



between the nearest property lines of the properties upon which the fast food service 
establishment uses are or are to be located. 

2. The minimum lot size shall be one and one-half (1.5) acres for fast food service 
establishments in the Business (B-2) Zone, and the minimum lot size shall be three (3) acres 
for fast food service establishments in the Business (B-3) Zone. 

3. The minimum building front setback shall be seventy-five (75') feet. Located within 
the front setback area shall be a thirty (30') foot wide landscaped buffer strip adjacent to the front 
property line, which shall occupy at least thirty (30%) percent of the total front yard area. 

4. There shall be at least one (1) major means of ingress and egress, divided by a median 
strip, with appropriate deceleration and exit lanes along the road on which the building fronts. If 
said establishment is located within a developed larger lot, said major means of ingress and 
egress shall be of sufficient design capacity to serve the entire lot. 

5. Impervious surfaces shall not occupy an area greater than eighty-five (85%) percent of 
the total lot. 

6. The minimum off-street parking requirements shall be one (1) space per two (2) seats 
plus one (1) space per two (2) full-time employees on the maximum work shift. Parking spaces 
for drive-in restaurant service shall be permitted but shall not be considered to satisfy off- 
street parking requirements. 

7. Direct access from the roadway right-of-way line to the nearest turn or parking space 
on the lot on which said establishment is located shall be an unobstructed distance of not less 
than sixty (60') feet. 

8. A minimum fifty (50) foot wide buffer to any residential use or residential zone 
boundary is required on the perimeter of a tract containing a fast food service 
establishment. The buffer area shall comply with the standards set forth at 16-606.B, 16- 
606.C.1 and 16-606.C.7 for the purpose of conditional use requirements. 

B. Attached Fast Food Service Establishments. Where a fast food service establishment is 
proposed as part of an existing or proposed building containing two (2) or more commercial or 
business establishments, such as a shopping center, with shared common parking, access and 
egress, the provisions of subsection A. above shall not apply. 

C. Regulations and Standards Applicable to All Fast Food Service Establishments: 

1. All fast food service establishments shall be located on major collector or arterial 
streets. 

2. Signs shall be limited to one (1) freestanding sign and (1) one sign affixed to the 
building bearing the name of the establishment and a logo, and two (2) lines of copy with twelve 



(12") inch letters maximum and five (5) words maximum. The total area of the freestanding sign 
shall not exceed eighty (80) square feet per side. 

3. All service, storage, solid waste and recyclable material and trash areas shall be 
completely screened from public view, and may not be located within a required buffer area . 

Such areas shall be regularly maintained in neat and orderly fashion. 

4. Drive-thru lanes shall provide sufficient stacking for seven (7) vehicles plus one (1) 
vehicle at the pick-up window. Stacking lanes shall not block or obstruct access into or out of 
parking spaces or pedestrian access ways into or out of the restaurant. 

SECTION 2: 

Should any section or provision within this ordinance be found to be illegal or unconstitutional 
by any court of competent jurisdiction, such finding shall have no effect on any of the remaining 
sections or provisions.

BE IT ORDAINED, BY THE TOWNSHIP COMMITTEE OF THE TOWNSHIP

two-thirds of all members thereof affirmatively concurring) AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. 

The improvements described in Section 3 of this bond ordinance (the "Improvements") 
are hereby authorized to be undertaken by the Township of Middletown, New Jersey (the 
"Township") as a general improvement. For the said Improvements there is hereby appropriated 
the amount of $2,500,000, such sum includes the sum of (a) $200,000 expected to be received as 
a grant from the New Jersey Department of Transportation and (b) $115,000 as the down 
payment (the "Down Payment") required by the Local Bond Law of the State of New Jersey, 
constituting Chapter 2 of Title 40A, Municipalities and Counties of the Revised Statutes of New 
Jersey (the "Local Bond Law"). The Down Payment is now available by virtue of provision in 
one or more previously adopted budgets for down payments for capital improvement purposes. 

SECTION 2. 

In order to finance the cost of the Improvements not covered by application of the Down 
Payment, negotiable bonds of the Township are hereby authorized to be issued in the principal 
amount of $2,185,000 pursuant to the provisions of the Local Bond Law (the "Bonds"). In 
anticipation of the issuance of the Bonds and to temporarily finance said improvements or 
purposes, negotiable bond anticipation notes of the Township are hereby authorized to be issued 
in the principal amount not exceeding $2,185,000 pursuant to the provisions of the Local Bond 
Law (the "Bond Anticipation Notes" or "Notes"). 

SECTION 3. 

(a) The Improvements hereby authorized and the purposes for which obligations are 
to be issued, the estimated cost of each Improvement and the appropriation therefor, the 
estimated maximum amount of bonds or notes to be issued for each Improvement and the period 
of usefulness of each improvement are as follows:

(c) The estimated cost of the Improvements is $2,500,000, which amount represents 
the initial appropriation made by the Township. 

SECTION 4. 

All Bond Anticipation Notes issued hereunder shall mature at such times as may be 
determined by the chief financial officer of the Township (the "Chief Financial Officer"): 
provided that no Note shall mature later than one year from its date. The Notes shall bear 
interest at such rate or rates and be in such form as may be determined by the Chief Financial 
Officer. The Chief Officer shall determine all matters in connection with Notes issued pursuant 
to this ordinance, and the signature of the Chief Financial Officer upon the Notes shall be 
conclusive evidence as to all such determinations. All Notes issued hereunder may be renewed 
from time to time subject to the provisions of Section 8(a) of the Local Bond Law. The Chief 
Financial Officer is hereby authorized to sell part or all of the Notes from time to time at public 
or private sale and to deliver them to the purchasers thereof upon receipt of payment of the 
purchase price plus accrued interest from their dates to the date of delivery thereof. The Chief 
Financial Officer is directed to report in writing to the governing body of the Township at the 
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meeting next succeeding the date when any sale or delivery of the Notes pursuant to this 
ordinance is made. Such report must include the amount, the description, the interest rate and 
the maturity schedule of the Notes sold, the price obtained and the name of the purchaser. 

SECTION 5. 

The capital budget of the Township is hereby amended to conform with the provisions of 
this ordinance to the extent of any inconsistency herewith. The resolution in the form 
promulgated by the Local Finance Board showing full detail of the amended capital budget and 
capital program as approved by the Director, Division of Local Government Services, 
Department of Community Affairs, State of New Jersey is on file with the Township Clerk and is 
available for public inspection. 

SECTION 6. 

The following additional matters are hereby determined, declared, recited and stated: 

(a) The Improvements described in Section 3 of this bond ordinance are not current 
expenses, and are capital improvements or properties that the Township may lawfully make or 
acquire as general improvements, and no part of the cost thereof has been or shall be specially 
assessed on property specially benefited thereby. 

(b) The average period of usefulness of the Improvements, within the limitations of 
the Local Bond Law, taking into consideration the respective amounts of all obligations 
authorized for the several purposes, according to the reasonable life thereof computed from the 
date of the Bonds authorized by this bond ordinance, is 20 years. 

(c) The Supplemental Debt Statement required by the Local Bond Law has been duly 
prepared and filed in the office of the Township Clerk and a complete executed duplicate thereof 
has been filed in the office of the Director, Division of Local Government Services, Department 
of Community Affairs, State of New Jersey. Such statement shows that the gross debt of the 
Township, as defined in the Local Bond Law, is increased by the authorization of the Bonds and 
Notes provided in this bond ordinance by $2,185,000 and the obligations authorized herein will 
be within all debt limitations prescribed by the Local Bond Law. 

(d) An aggregate amount not exceeding $625,000 for items of expense listed in and 
permitted under Section 20 of the Local Bond Law is included in the estimated cost of the 
Improvements, as indicated herein. 

SECTION 7. 

Any funds received from time to time by the Township as contributions in aid of 
financing the purposes described in Section 3 of this Ordinance shall be used for financing said 
Improvements by application thereof either to direct payment of the cost of said Improvements 
or to the payment or reduction of the authorization of the obligations of the Township authorized 
therefor by this Bond Ordinance. Any such funds received may, and all such funds so received 
which are not required for direct payment of the cost of said Improvements shall, be held and 
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applied by the Township as funds applicable only to the payment of obligations of the Township 
authorized by this Bond Ordinance. 

SECTION 8. 

The full faith and credit of the Township are hereby pledged to the punctual payment of 
the principal of and interest on the obligations authorized by this bond ordinance. The 
obligations shall be direct, unlimited obligations of the Township, and the Township shall be 
obligated to levy ad valorem taxes upon all the taxable property within the Township for the 
payment of the obligations and the interest thereon without limitation of rate or amount. 

SECTION 9. 

This Bond Ordinance constitutes a declaration of official intent under Treasury 
Regulation Section 1.150-2. The Township reasonably expects to pay expenditures with respect 
to the Improvements prior to the date that Township incurs debt obligations under this Bond 
Ordinance. The Township reasonably expects to reimburse such expenditures with the proceeds 
of debt to be incurred by the Township under this Bond Ordinance. The maximum principal 
amount of debt expected to be issued for payment of the costs of the Improvements is 
$2,185,000. 

SECTION 10.
